Andrew Lindahl, one 
of the i>ld 


set'.lers of Kudolph. died on Friday 
morning at the age of 78, after an ill- 
ness extending 
over several vears. 


He is survived by a wife am; two 
children. 


Mr. Lindahl was born in Sweden 


on June 23. l<2o, and came to this 
country in May, 1871, with his wife 
and family, and soon after his arrival 
here bought a piece of land in the 
town of Rudolph, which was then one 
vast wilderness, the only openings in 
the virgin forest being where lumber- 
men had gone over the ground and 
picked out the best of the pine and 
hauled them to the mills to be con- 
verted into lumber. To reach his land I 
in those days it was necessary to cut 
out a road where a team of oxen could 
get through the woods iu order to 
transport what few household uten- 
sils 
were absolutely necessary. 
It 


was 
with this beginning that Mr. 


Lindahl 
gradually 
cleared 
and 


brought under cultivation one of Hie 
finest farms in that part of the coun- 
try, and during his thirty years of 
residence he saw the conntrv change 
from a wilderness to a succession of 
line farms. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
Lindahl had six 


children, three boys and three girls, 
of these only one boy and one girl 
survive, they being Job-.; Lindahl of 
Kudolph and Mrs. Martin Hanson of 
the town oi Higel. The old gentle- 
man had been a sufferer from asthma 
for many years, and this, with the 
gradual dissolution of old age, eventu- 
ally caused his death. 
Mrs. Lindahl 


is also in feeble health, being ad- 
vanced in years. The old couple had 
been cared for for' some time past bv 
Mr. and Mrs. John Lindahl, who re- 
sided on the farm with them. 


The funeral 
occurred on Sunday 


from the Swedish Lutheran church, 
Kev. C. A. Kosander conducting the 
services. The funeral was one of the 
most largely attended that has ever 
occurred in that part of the county.

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For Star Gazers. 


Young people who want an excuse 


for promenading the streets nights 
may find an attraction in the three 
bright planets of the solar system that 
decorate the southwestern sky every 
night. These three planets are Venus 
Saturn and Jupiter and it 
will be 


1200 years before they will appear so 
close together to the people on this 
earth. 


Venus is the brightest of the three 


planets and is often observed in the 
west soon aftcrsnnset being noticeable 
by her extreme brilliancy, and is com- 
paratively close to us at times, her 
orbit being between that of the earth 
and the sun. 
When she occupies a 


point directly between the earth and 
the sun we are only separated by the 
insignificent distance of 25 millions of 
miles, and by traveling on a fast trn 
like the old Marshfield 
and South- 


eastern it would only take about one 
hundred and fifty years to reach that 
planet, provided the farmers along 
the way would keep their cattle off th 
track and no stops were made for coal 
or water. 


Jupiter is the next planet in line 


and is next in brightness to Venus 
and is the largest planet in the solai 
system. Jupiter's distance from the 
sun is about 500 millions of miles 
Never having measured it, the exac 
distance cannot be given. Jupiter is 
82,000 miles in diameter or about 1200 
times greater iu bulk than the earth 
The years .are 4,332 days in length or 
Jupiter. 


Saturn is the dimmset of the lot 


owing to its remoteness from the sun 
At the present time it is about 1,000 
000,000 from us, but to the casual ob 
server does not look more than out 
half the distance. 
A year is abou 


W/2 times as long on Saturn as on th 
earth which would make it a spleudi< 
place to borrow money at six per cen 
per annum. 


We would advise all of our reader 


to take a good look at the planets, a 
very few of them will be alive at th 
next conjunction, twenty-one hundred 
years hence.

cities than In making butter. K a mini 
Is manufacturing butter and Is netting 
even 20 cents a pound for. it, there is 
something wrong if lie is losing mon- 
ey. It is admitted, however, that bul- 
ter sokl at the price named can not 
give one much profit. 
In most sec- 


tions the net price obtiuncd for milk is 
very low and in shipping milk the pro- 
ducer loses the skim milk which he 
lias when he makes butter; this skim 
milk is worth taking into consideration 
if one has swine or poultry 
on 
the 


farm. It is impossible for one to ad- 
vise without some knowledge of local 
conditions, but on general principles it 
certainly would be poor business pol- 
icy for any one who understands the 
art of producing good butter, and who 
is getting a fair price for the product 
of his dairy, to think of giving it up for 
the nncertiiinty of the fresh milk mar- 
ket.—Indianapolis News.

The Knrn-Yard in Winter. 


In the fall get the barnyard in shape 


for winter. 
Drainage should be pro-

We do not ask the 
city for one cent to recoup the loss 
that is caused by Mr. Pope's inability, 
but we do ask for compensation foi 
the unusual and unforscen difliictillies 
encountered in fulfilling the contrnc 
which were evidently not contcmplatec 
by either party. Mr. Pope, had he 
acted so as to merit the approval o 
the city authorities, would have enti 
tied, morally, to extra compensalioi 
for the unprovided for r.onlinjrencie 
That these contingencies are real am 
not imaginary, and that Mr. Pope' 
inability did not in the least aitec 
them, is shown by the fact ihat in til 
past two weeks of favorable weatlic 
the cost of putting in work estimate1 
to entitle us, under the contract, t 
S16.56.4j by the city engineer, Mr. K. ! 
Phillco. was not less than 531UU, o 
which amount S2.W was for labo 
alone. These facts I am prepared t 
verify. 


It is true that Mr. Pope has shown 


himself unable to f u l f i l l his undertak- 
ing but he certainly did not waste 
money. On the contrary his inability 
to finance the nrojcct was the 
cause of his failure.

CoiMtruction of the Cnblc, 


The laying of u trans-oceanic cable is 


a stupendous task _iuu! one full of 
thrilling and picturesque incident. The 
cable Itself consists, iirst, of a core 
which comprises the conductor made of 
a strand of copper wires and the insul- 
ating covering generally made o£ gutta 
percha, but occasionally of India rub- 
ber, to prevent the escape of electricity. 


Then comes a layer of tanned jule 


yarn laid over the gutta percha to pro- 
tect it from the sheathing of steel wires 
over which come again jute yarn and 
a bituminous compound. The sheathing 


terlol will be required fur the Pacific 
cable. 


The cable ship itself is a vessel 
of 


strange interior arrangement, specially 
designed for the purpose. It is not only 
n huge storage .department, but a big 
floating workshop as well. 
- 
Process of Lujinit the Cnhle. 


In the hold there are three immense 


iron tanks, similar to the land tanks at 
the 
manuafctory, thirty-four feet in 


diameter, for the storage of the cable, 
each having a conk-Hi core for guiding 
the cable when it is being paid out. The 
space within these cores is utilized 'to 
hold fresh water. The capacity of its 
tanks iu the regular cable ship is about 
.1,400 tons of cable, this being the equiv- 
alent of about 100 miles of

slstance" to the passage of the elect rl< 
current. 
Apparatus has been devisee 


for measuring the amount of this resist 
ance. The unit of resistance Is callct; 
an Ohm, after the great Herman phyi- 
cisl who discovered and expounded tin 
laws of electric current. The exact re- 
sistance per nautical mile of Ihe cor- 
ductor of any given cable is known ti- 
the electrician in charge. 
Resistance 


practically ceases at the point when 
the conductor makes considerable con- 
tact with the water. Therefore, suppos- 
ing the known resistance per mile li: 
be two Ohms, and the measuring appar- 
atus Indicates a total resistance of Sjflli 
Ohms, the position of the break will be

ding for the sheathing wires. These lat- 
ter, as well as the outer serving and 
compound, are put on in one machine. 
The served coil passes through a hollow 
shaft of a circular skeleton frame work 
of iron, on which are mounted bobbins 
filled with steel wire or jute yam, as i 


up. case may be. This frame work can i 
e rotated, and the cable at the same 


time being drawn along, the wires or 
yams are wound spirally round 
the 


core. The bituminous compound is ap- 
plied by the cable l>cing passed uuder 
a spout from which ths melted corn- 


wheel to regulate the strain put on bv 
the brake to sr.it Hie varying conditions 
of laying. After leaving the dynnmom 
eter it passes under and over scvera. 
large retarding wheels before wendlnj, 
its sinuous way into the sea.

for promenading- the streets nights 
may find an attraction in the three 
bright planets of the ^olar system that 
decorate the southwestern sky every 
nigr'nt. These three planets are Veaus 
Saturn and Jupiter and it will be 
1200 years before they will appear so 


j close tog-ether to the people on this 
i earth. 


Venus is the brightest of the three 


planets and is often observed in the 
west soon after sunset being noticeable 
by her extreme brilliancy, and is com- 
paratively close to us at times, her 
orbit being between, that of the earth 
and the sun. 
When she occupies a 


poiat directly between the earth and 
the sun we are only separated by the 
inslgnlficent distance of 25 millions of 
miles, and by traveling on a fast train 
like the old Marshfield and South- 
eastern It would only take about one 
hundred and fifty years to reach that 
planet, provided the farmers along 
the way would keep their cattle off the 
track and no stops were made for coal 
or water. 


Jupiter is the next planet in line 


and is next in brightness to Venus, 
and is the largest placet in the solar 
system. Jupiter's distance from the 
sun is about 500 millions of miles. 
Never having measured it, the exact 
distance cannot be given. Jupiter is 
82,000 miles ia diameter or about 1200 
times greater in bulk than the earth. 
The years are -,332 days in length oa 
Jupiter. 


Saturn is the dimmset of the lot, 


owing to its remoteness from the sua. 
At the present time It is about 1,000- 
000.000 from us, but to the casual ob- 
server does not look more than one 
half the distance. A year Is about 
29}< times as long oa Saturn as oa the 
earth which would make It a splendid 
place to borrow money at six per cent 
per annum. 


We -would advise all of our readers 


to take a good look at the plaaets, as 
very few of them will be

Having re- 
moved in 1S92 TO a farm where tbe soil 
is less productive than that first tested, 
they have found the most profitable 
harvests from the use of eight pecks 
or more of seed. In unfavorable sea- 
sons the best results there have been 
from nine to ten pecks of seed. While 
we cannot dispute the correcnaess of 
their tests, we think some of those who 
thoroughly fit rheir ground get better 
results from less than sevea pecks than 
from more, and it may depend for 
profit upon ihe point of the compara- 
tive cost of extra seeding or of extra 
labor ia fitting the soil.—American

If a man 
is manufacturing butter and is netting 
even 20 cents a. pound for it. there Is 
something wrong if he is losing 
mon- 


ey. It is admitted, however, that but- 
ter sold at the price named can not 
give one much profit. In most sec- 
tions the net price obtained for milk is 
very low and in shipping milk tbe pro- 
ducer loses the skim milk which be 
has -when he makes butter; this skim 
milk is worth taking into consideration 
if one has swine or poultry on the 
farm. It is impossible for one to ad- 
vise without some knowledge of local 
conditions, but on general principles it 
certainly would l>e poor business pol- 
icy for any one who understands the 
r.rt of producing good butter, and who 
is getting a fair price for the product 
of his dairy, to think of giving it up for 
rhe uncertainty of the fresh milk mar- 
ket-—Indianapolis Xews.

The Barn-Yard in "Winter. 


In the fall get the barnyard in sbape

or two.

Our Stand Questioned. 


On Saturday the Tribune office re- 


ceived a call from Mr. Kennard. who 
reoresests the 
Fidelity & Deposit 


comoany of Baltimore, Md. Mr. Kea- 
aard had read our article concerning 
the moral obligations under which the 
city laborsia connection with the com- 
oaiiY for the company's good labor in 
taking hold of the work and pushing 
it to completion, and he does not agree 
with us. 
We made one mistake, Mr. Kennard

Where the city's moral obligation 


lies, Mr. Kennard explains, is in the 
following: He states that there is a 
clause in the bond which provides that 
none of the work shall be sub-let with- 
out, liie cuiupaav being notified of the 
fact, and in case any part of the work 
is sab-contracted without this notifica- 
tion from some one of the interested 
•parties the bond becomes null and 
void. Mr. Kennard states that a part 
of the work was let to a sub-contractor, 
the laying of the pipe across the river, 
for instance, and that in spire of the 
fact that the city officers were cog- 
nizant of this, I the Fidelity company 
received ao notification. We wish to 
state that we do aot know whether the 
city officers did know of this or nor. 
Anyway, 
Mr. Kennard stated that 


when he catne here he found that 
this oart of the matter had been vio- 
lated", and he recognized at once that 
the Fidelity company was not bound 
in any way to complete the -work. 


In spite of this breach of contract on 


the city's part he immediately took up 
the work and by using all the means 
at hand had put on a large gang of 
men, and pushed the work as rapidly 
as possible under the existing circum- 
stances. 


When asked why he had not drop- 


ped the matter when he arrived m the 
city and found that the city had vio- 
lated the contract he stated that he 
had sized up the situation and came 
to the conclusion that he could still 
complete the work and come out about 
52,000 ahead. As the excavation went 
ahead, 
however, 
some sandstone 


was encountered vrhich greatly re- 
tarded the work, and as no provisions 
had been made for this, the company 
was going to come out S2.000 behind. 


We think that all the claims made 


by Mr. Ketmard have been stated, 
above. In doing so we have not at- 
tempted to argue the matter. Mr. 
Kennard does not claim that the com- 
pany has any legal claim on the city. 
so nothing is said along this line. 
Mr. Kennard stated that he intended 
writing a letter for publication ex- 
plainine the matter, which is pub- 
~lishedbelow.

As the whole crowd had 
been merged into another crowd and 
been sent off to Virginia, the chances 
of ber threat being fulfilled looked very 
slim. She did uot leave home, but wait- 
ed for time to aid her in her revenge. 


In January. 1S<J3. Ben Lock, who was 


a sergeant of cavalry, came back home 
for the first time, having a mission to 
enlist such men as could be prevailed 
upon to join the flag. He took up his 
quarters at a house three miles from 
Mrs. Brown's, and during the firs.-: 
hours cf his arrival gave out that he 
intended to burn her cabin and drive 
her and her children into the hills. On 
that first night, as be took the water 
pail ju^t at dusk, and started for a 
spring a few rods away, the report of 
a gun was heard, and when seine of the 
people went out to investigate they 
found Ben Lock lying near the spring 
with the top of his head blown off. It 
-was well known for miles around that 
she ambushed and killed Lock, but so 
far as I know she was never disturbed 
on that account. On the contrary, the 
Confederates all around praised her 
nerve, and had no laments for the fel- 
low Lock, who was tumbled into a shal- 
low grave.
